REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, in agreement with applicant's arguments, fails to teach wherein the inlet 
channels are only coated by an inactive second material (alumina). The prior art 
teaches coating a honeycomb (made of cordierite as a first material) with alumina as a 
second material for the purpose of having alumina support a catalyst. Therefore, it is 
not obvious to only coat the honeycomb with alumina.
